James F. Byrnes was named to

in this capital. 


The board's

Roosevelt said, 
is to keep "both 


our military machine and our es- 
sential civilian economy running 
in team and at hifih speed." 


Spccfically. the board is direct- 


ed to unify activities 
of 
federal 


agencies and 
departments 
"en- 


Raged in or concerned with pro- 
duction, procurement, distribution 
or transprolation of military or 
civilan supplies, 
materials 
and 


products and to resolve and de- 
termine 
controversies 
between 


such agencies or departments." 


The power to r e s o l v e inter- 


agency disputes means that Byrnes 
will be the arbiter in any future 
controversies such as that between 
Rubber Director William M. Jcf- 
fers and Underscrctarj' 
of 
War 


Patterson. 


Therc has been recurring talk in 


Congress, and bills have been in- 
troduced to achieve 
the 
end, 


that there should be some central, 
overall agency trying in the various 
efforts of making war at home. 
President Roosevelt's action fol-
